On the .'Mst ultimo, the consideration of 
the majority and minority reports in the 
ease of Judge Bullitt was resumed. Afu i 
quite a lengthy debate, a call for the pre- 
vious question witwiuude, aud the ayes and 
nays being called the minority report was 
adopted by a vote of Is to 34. 

The majority rejiort was in substance that 
an investigation should be held provided 
the President should liist grant Judge B. a 
safe conduct to Kentucky, protection from 
arrest while here, and then safe conduct 
back to the jioint where he now is. 

The minority report is not incumbered by 
any such provisions, but directs the Coin- 
mittee to impure into the alleged chargos 
against the Judge, and report what action 
ought to be taken. 

On the same day the Senate passed the 
bill requiring the Sherills to establish their 
offices at the county seats, anil also re. (Hir- 
ing the tax-payers n> go there anil pay their 
t ixes between the 1st of June and the 1st ol 
< ictober, with a slight amendment applica- 
ble only to Kenton and Campbell counties, 
they having two court-houses in each. 

TUB report of the managers of the Kastern 
Lunatic Asylum, situated at LexiagtOO, 
Ky., has be« n and lelure the Legislature. 
1 lie chairman, D. A. Sayre, says in his re- 
port that he is "gratified to be able to say 
that l he buildings, pleasure grounds, garden 
and farm, are all in good condition, and 
that the management of the concerns of the 
whole institution by the Superintendent, 
under their general direction, has been aar 
tirely satisfactory." The institution, under 
the efficient superintendence of Dr. W . s. 
Chepley, came out of the last year clear of 
debt, a thing which can be said of no other 
State institution, we believe. The amount 
appropriated by the State was S_'7, Its The 
amount received from other sourci s \\ as 
sJl.s Yj 51, The amount expended was 
$51,708 14, leaving a balance of ?lsj 
Forty-live lunatics were admitted last year, 
twenty-six ot whom were males and nine- 
teen females. Of the twenty-six males, fif- 
teen were farmers, and eleven of all other 
professions. Twenty-three were single 
and nineteen married. There were in the 
institution on the first of October, 1864. Ml 
patients. The whole number received since 
the founding of the Asylum, in 1824, U2816, 
•.'77 of whom have recovered, and M66 have 
uie< I. 

On the Hd inst., in the House, Mr. Han- 
son, from the Judiciary Committee, report- 
ed a set of resolutions appointing a com- 
mittee to investigate th" arrests of all per- 
sons, not in the military service, which have 
taken place in Kentucky. 

Mr. Lowry amended this resolution by 
providing that the military should be heard 
before this committee - 

A heated discussion was indulged in, Mr. 
Hanson appealing to the House not to clog 
the resolutions willi impracticable amend- 
ments, and Mr. Lowry retorting that he 
was very willing to so amend the resolu- 
tions in regard to Judge Bullitt as to prac- 
tically make Iheiii of no aflaot, but now the 
boot was on the other leg. Dr. (iano de- 
manded of Mr. Hanson the scope of his 
resolut ions, whether thev would cover 
every arrest since the commencement ol 
the w ar— reducing the thing to a palpable 
absurdity. 

Mr. Lowry moved to lay th» resolution 
ua ll*e table, which motion was lost. The 
aabjeet W*\a recommitted. The bill to allow 
any School District of the State to vote a 
special tax of live per r.-nt. for school pur- 
poses, after much discussion and an elo- 
■ 1 uent speech from Co!. Hawkins, was re- 
committed with s.-veral amendments ex- 
empting special counties from the provi- 
sions of the MIL

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The following testimony was given Mon- 
day, before the Committee on the Conduct 
of the War. at Washington, by Albert I). 
Richardson: 

I am a Tribune correspondent; was cap- 
tured by the rebels May ■'>, 1h»2, at mid- 
night, on a hay bale in the Mississippi 
river, opposite Vicksburg. After confine- 
ment in six ditferent priaOBa, was sent to 
Salisbury, N. C, February lstif, and 
kept there until December is, InW, when I 
escaped. For several months Salisbury 
was the most endurable rebel prison I had 
seen. The six hundred inmates exercised 
In the open air and were comparatively well 
fed and kindly treated; but early in Octo- 
ber leu thousand regular prisoners of war 
arrived there, and it immediately changed 
into a scene of cruelty and horrors. It was 
densely crowded; ration- were cut down 
.•nd i-;sued very irregularly; friends outside 
could not even send in even a plan of food; 
the prisoners sulfered constantly and often 
inteneeiy for want of water, bread, aud 
shelter. 

The rebel authorities placed all the prison 
ho-pitals under charge of my two journal- 
istic comrades and myself. Our positions 
enabled us to obtain exact and minute in- 
formation. Those who had to live, or die, 
on the prison ration always suffered from 
hunger. Vary frequently o.-»e or more di- 
visions of a thousand men would receive no 
rations for twenty-four hours; sometimes 
they were without a morsel of nod for for- 
ty-eight hour-.. The few who bad money 
would pay from five to twenty dollars rebel 
currency 'for a little loaf of* bread. If oaf 
prisoners trailed the buttons from their 
blouses for foot I. Many, thoii'rli the weal let 
was very inclement and snows frequent, 
sold coats from their backs and shoes from 
their feet. Yet 1 was assured ou authority 
entirely trustw orthy, that the great {com- 
missary warehouse near the prison was 
tilled with pro\ iaionaj that the Crminilaaaiy 
found il difficult to obtain storage for his 
llour and meal; that w hen it subordinate 
asked the Post Commandant, Major John 
H. Gee, "shall I give the prisoners full 

rations?" he replied, "No, Qod damn them; 
give i hem quarter rations." I know, from 
personal observation, that corn and pork 
am verv abundant in the region about 
Salisbury. 

For several weeks the prisoners had no 
shelter whatever. They were all thinly clad; 
thousands were barefooted; not one in 
twenty had either overcoat or blanket; 
many hundreds were without shirts, and 
hundreds more without blouses. At last 
one Sibley tent and one "A" tent were fur- 
nished to each squad of one hundred. With 
the closest crowding these sheltered about 
one half the prisoners. The rest burrowed 
in the ground, crept under buildings, or 
shivered through the nights in the ppen air. 
upon the frozen, muddy or snowy soil, ll 
the rebels at the time of their capture had 
not stolen their shelter-tents, blankets, 
clothing and mouey, they would have suf- 
fered little from cold, [f the prison author- 
ities had permitted a few hundred of them, 
either upon parole or under guard, to cut 
logs within two miles of the garrison, the 
prisoners would have uladly built comfort- 
able and ample hair erne la one week. But 
the commandant would never, in a densely 
woo d ed region, w ith the cars w hich brought 
il passing by the wall of the prison, even 
furnish half the fuel which was needed. 

The hopitals were is a horrible condition. 
By crowding the patients as thick as they 
could, they would contain six lumdrtHl in- 
mates, nay were always full tooverllow- 
ing, with thousands seeking admission in 
vain. In the two largest wards, containing 
jointly about two hundred and fifty pa- 
tients, there was no tire whatever: the oth- 
ers had small tire-places, but were ulwavs 
cold. One ward, which held forty patients, 
was comparatively wet] furnished, lu the 1 
other eight the sick and dying men lay 
upon the cold and usually naked Moor, for 
the scanty straw furnished us soon In came 
too filthy and full of vermin for use. The 
anl .orilie.s never supplied a single blanket, 
or qnilt, or pillow, or bed for those eight 
w ards. We could not procure even brooms 
to keep ihem clean, or cold w ater to wash 
the faces of (he inmates. Pneumonia, ca- 
tarrh, and diarrhea were the prevailing 
diseases; but ihey were directly the result 
of hunger and exposure. More than half 
wh entered the h< spitals died in a very 
fowodaya. The deceased, always without 
COfll ns. were loaded into a dead-cart, piled 
upon each other like logs of wootl; and so 
di i ven out, to be throw n into a trench and 
covered with earth. 

The rebel surgeons were generally hu- 
mane and attentive; they endeavored to 
improve the shocking condition of the hos- 
pitals, hut the Salisbury and the Richmond 
authorities both disregarded their com- 
plaints and protests. 

< >n November SMi many of the prisoners 
had been without food foi • forty-eight hours. , 

Poapcrato from hunger, witnoat any ma- 

. tired p tan, a few of them >aid: "We may 
as well die in one way as another; let us 
break out of this horrible place." Some of 
them w rested the guns from a relief of fif- 
teen rebel soldiers just entering the yard, 
killing two who resisted .and wounding five 
or six. Others attempted to open the ietice. 
but they had neither adequate tools nor 
concert of action. Before they could affect 
a breach every gun in the garrison was 
turned upon them, two field pieces opened 
with grape and canister, and they dispersed 
to tiieir quarters. Five minutes from the 
beginning the attempt wan nnailad and 

hardly a prisoner to be seen 111 the yard. 
My own quarters were a hundred and fifty 
yards from .the scene of the insurrection; 
in our vicinity there had been no participa- 
tion in it, anil yet, for twenty- Ave BalnutM 
after it was ended, the guards upon the 
fence, on each side of us, w itu deliberate 
aim, tired into the tents upon helpless and 
innocent men. They killed iu all fifteen 
and wounded sixty, not one-tenth of whom 
had taken part in the attempt — many of 
whom were ignorant of it till they heard 
the guns. 

Deliberate, cold-blooded murders of peace- 
able men, where there was no pretense that 
they were breaking any prison regulations, 
were rery frequent. On October 10, Lieut. 
Davis, of the l.'iStfi New York Infantry, was 
thus shot dead by a guard, who the day be- 
fore had bean openly swearing that he 
would "kill some damned Yankee j-et." 
November ti, Luther Conrad, of the 4.~ith 
Pennsylvania Infantry — a delirious patient 
from one of the hospitals — was similar! v 
murdered. November :f, a chimney in one 
of the hospitals fell down, crushing several 
men under it. Orders were immediately 
given to the guard to let no one approach 
the building, on the pretext that there 
might be another insurrection. Two pa- i 
lients from the hospital had not heard the 
order, and were returning to their quartets, 
when I saw a sentinel on the fence, within 
twenty feet of them, without challenging 
them, raise his piece ami fire, killiug one 
and wounding the other. Major Oceat the 
time was standing immediately beside the 
sentinel, who must have acted under his 
direct orders. December 1«>, M aes Smith, 
of the 7th Maryland Colored Infantry, 
while standing Inside my quarters, search- 
ing for scraps of fooil from the sweepings of 
the cook-hoii'-e, was shot through the head. 
There were very many similar murders. I 1 
never knew any pretense ewen made of in- 
vest igating or punishing them. Our lives 
were never safe for one moment. Any sen- 
tinel, at any hour of the day or night.Vould 
deliberate^' shoot down any prisoner, or 
into any group of prisoners, black or w bite, 
and he would not even be taken OtThil pool 
for it. 

Nearly every w eek an officer came into 
prison to recruit for the rebel army. Some 
limes ha olfered hountic*.; alwaj s he proui- 
iaed good clothing and abundant food, be- 
tween twelve aud eighteen hundred of out 
men enlisted iu ten mouths. I 
•«livH»ked by 



team ia their eym, "What shall I do ? I 

don't w ant to starve to death. 1 am MM 
Hag weaker daily; if 1 may here I shall fol- 
low my comrades to the hospital and the 
dead house. If I enlist I mav ttvc until I 
can escape." 

I had charge off the clothing left by the 
dead, and re-issued to the living. 1 distrib- 
uted articles of clothing to more than two 
thousand prisoners, but when I escaped 
them were fully five hundred without a 
shoe or a stocking, and yet more with no 
garment abo\e the waist except one hkmm 
or one shirt. Men came to me frequently, 
upon whom the rebels when they csptured 
thein had left nothing w hatever except. « 
light cotton shirt and a pair of light, nigged 
cotton pantaloons. 

The books of all the hospitals w ere kept, 
and the daily consolidated reports made Hp 
under my supervision. During the two 
months between October U and Dneinbcr 
is, the average number of prisoners w as 
about 7JMn> The deaths for that jM>riisl 
were fully l,"»(a», or twenty per cent, at the 
whole. I brought away the nam s of more 
than twelve hundred of the dead: some of 
the remainder were iii'\ir reported; the 
others I could not procure on the day < ; m v 
eseaiie w ithout exciting suspicion. As the 
men grew more and more debilitated the 

pet centage of deaths increased. I lei t 
about 8,500 remaining in the garrison Dec. 
I s , and they were then dying at Ihanecanan 
rate of twenty-eight a day, or thirteen per 
cent, a month. 

The simple truth is, that the rebel author- 
ities en iiiurderitt£ our soldiers at Salis- 
bury by cold and hunger, while they mlghl 

easily supply them w ith ample fin*! and 

fuel. They are doing Ibis s\ stcmaticull v, 
and I believe intentionally, for the purpose 
of either forcing our linn iiiment t" mi ex- 
change, or forcing our prisoners into the 
reliel army. 

STATEMKNT OK I. II. ItV.oUNK. 

The following is the testimony bei'ore Iht 
Committee of Junius Henry Browne: 

I am a journalist by profession: I have 
been, s nee the breaking out ot the w ar. an 
army carrc-pondent of the New York Tri- 
bune; Wits captured iu that capacity in the 

middle of the Miaamalppl river, while mu- 
ni ng the batteries of Vicksburg on 1 he night 
of May ■>, our expedition having been 

destroyed by the rebel siege guns. I was 
held prisoner some twenty months, having 
in that time been an occupant of eaten 
•southern prisons, the last being the Salis- 
bury 1 N. C. 1 penitenriary, w In re 1 v. as k» pt 
with 1113' co-laborer, Albert D. RichanLon, 
lor almost eleven months, making my es- 
cape therefrom in his company on the night 
of December Is, lsr.i. 

The treatment of our prisoners was bad 
enough everywhere; but it was so barba- 
rous and Inhnmen at Salisbury; for two 
months peai ions t > my aCCCM, that I re 
gard the exposure thereof a duiy ! owe to 
UM thousands who s:ill remain tle-rc. 

Early in October from nine to ten thou- 
■nnd of our enlisted men were sent to 
Salisbury from Richmond and other points; 
and as they had been robbed of their cloth- 
ing aud blankets, and received very little 
f<Kxl or shelter, the mortality among them 
b came almost immediately w'nl<-q>reao 
and alarming. 

Every l -nement within the ptiaon limits* 
w as eon vo Had into a hospital, and I <>fi awd 
my services as medical uisjienscr and eaaia- 
lant lo the rebel surgeons. I men made 
daily visits lo the sick w ho BOUld not ah 
tain admission tot hi 1 overcrowded buepit- 
ala, lying in tents on the ground, withool 
covering and ver/ scant iwJmont, e 
they had crept for protection bun 1 1 1 • eotd 
rains, the snow and biting w inds, and BCe 
formed such poor nilfcl as lay in my lim- 
ited power. Their condition was diagram- 
ing in the extreme. They had no naWaal 
keeping warm except by lires of very gre 11 
wood that filled the ru.ie ■heltem with bit- 
ter smoke, and which added to the carbonic 
acidized atmosphere from a many breaths 
and the emanations from unwholesome 
and unwashed bodies packed together like 
pigs, enlirely poisoned the air ami .!» atroy- 
ed the health'of almost all who inhaled it. 

The sickness and mortality in those out- 
side quarters, as well as elsew here, contin- 
ually increased, and the marvel was ihil 
any oue survived. Starved ami lree/;nu:, 
w ith hardly water enough to drink, much 
less to wash their persons or the M-ant 
clothes tin \' wore, the poor fellows natu- 
rally and nee ssarily despaired, and not it 
few of them were itnx ion-, to me to eampi 
from the slow torture of 1 heir situation. 

1 had the had means of knowing, and it 
is my firmest belief, that out of eight or nine 
thousand prisoners at Salisbury there wt re 
not at any time live hundred of tUOOh in 
sound health — an opinion in which all the 
rebel surgeons to Whom 1 expressed it full> 
coincided. 

The deaths during the last two months 1 
paamd a* Salisbury ranged from iWCOtJ t\\ e 
lo forty-live per dsy; diarrhea, dysentery, 
cttarrh, pneumonia, aud typhoid lexer — all 
engendered by scarcity ot to >d, shelter ai d 
raiment — being the principal dhatuemt I 
have 111 doiio. if the prisoners hadb. cn 
properly treated -its prisoners of war iu the 
North are, to the best of my know ledge and 
information, treated— the mortality al Salis- 
bury would not have been more Ihati an 
eighth of what it w as. 

The capacity of the an palled hospitals- 
nine in number — which were without an\ 
of the comforts or concomitants of those 
institutions- was not to the fullest over five 
or six hundred patients; and the number ol 
prisoners who ought lo have been ininalc- 
Ihereof was at leeat as many thousands. 
The hospiials inerclv a Horded some protec- 
tion trom the cold and rain, and lawaiahet] 
rather better rations titan were given to the 

men w ho warn MippuMd by a tranamuenl 

fiction to Is- in goo. t health. Hardly any 
one would go to the hospitals so long as he 
could help himselfor it. duce any one to help 
him, the daily apcctnolc ot gh.i-.tly and hiii- 
•suis corpses going tin rei'rom to the ilea I- 
houae filling all beholders with horror, and 
inducing tna s iWtiers to believe that all 
who entered those filthy and i»estiferous 
tenements were doomed. 

The prison limits of Salisbury revealed a 
srene of wrat*mednnaa, aquaior, despair, 
and sutfering such us 1 accustomed as I 
am to v.t .i v lile, aud th.- horrors of milita- 
ry hospitals and battle- fields— bad mm 1 
before WitaWaned, The prison authorities — 

cs|>eciaiiy ahar the nuawacfe attending the 
attempted ontbeeak of November i:.'»t D ap- 
panrea not only ineUfabranl lo the misera- 
ble condition 01 the men. but to he actuated 

by a brutality and malignity toward them 
that I could not reconcile with my ideas ,.| 
human nuiuiv. Tney permitted the guards 
to shoot prisoners whenever they p.e is, q, 

without the least pretext or explanation, 

and no man's Ufa was safe for a day or an 
hour. The air wm hall Bfpnla MM j>esti- 
lence, and all the Horrors of imagined hells 
S4?emed realized iu thai moat w reiche 1 
place, of w hich 1 shall n -\erlhink without 
a shudder, and a lessened faith iu t e |h.s- 
ibilities ol humanity.

■beat aaaejaajn make ■ profession of 
laataay Bt things and noting down what 
they see. Ami to lhe.«:e several -pialiliea- 
tions for reporting on the condition of Salis- 
bury prison is added the most unimpeach- 
able integrity and truthfulm v-. Vet their 
testimony is in the main but a reiteration 
of w hat hundreds and even thousands of 
Bihar witnesses have already stated, either 
in whole or in part. 

The sum of it i- that our soldiers are usu 
ally, ajaj may say almost uniformly, 
at ripped uf their clothing 011 being .cap- 
tured, to the very verge of decency, and 
decidedly beyond the verge of comfort; 
that they are then thrown into stockade in- 
closures. either without shelter or with 
shelter that is wholly inadequate; that iu 
this condition they are kept on a scanty 
aud utterly inadequate allow ance of fuel, 
and on ea MBfBjajl of food that cannot iu 
any ease sustain the body iu a healthy 
and vigorous condition, nor sustain life 
itself permanently: that there is uo lack iu 
the countrv where these atrocities are per- 
p'-i rated, of either fuel or food: that the 
prison superintendent and his subordinates 
and guards treat the inmates with wanton 
cruelty: that men are lead upon by -nards 
without any known provocation and with- 
out any explanation being vouchsafed to 
the victims or their comrades: that this fir- 
ing is usually directed intoa crowd of men, 
and eaaan with such frec|uency as to pro- 
due- a sense of utter insecurity to life: that 
the so-called "hospitals" are such as to fur- 
nish but a very slight' improvement upon 
the c .ndition of things outside, their addi- 
tional comforts consisting mainly of a lit- 
tle more warmth and a little more food: 
and so on through a grim list of the most 
AsadMi acts. We cannot endure cataloguing 
these atrocities. It is bad enough to hear 
about them. They will become memora- 
ble in history M examples of the possible 
and awlul depravity of man. 

The testimony is uniform and over- 
whelmingly cumulative from all the pris- 
.•n-peiis of the South. The kind of cruelty 
is everywhere the same. Whatever the dif- 
ferences they are differences of do/ re f . The 
treatment is undoubtedly a matter of sys- 
tem and tin* result of a persistent and thor- 
oughly devilish purpose. Lot the reader 
note carefully the statement in Mr. Rich- 
ardson's evidence respecting the efforts of 
rebel recruiting ollieers who are busy in 
thai tragic arena, recruiting their ranks, or 
trying to, by offering to our poor fellows 
the inducement of food, shelter, fuel, and 
clothing! The same thing has been done 
at Florence, S. C, at Milieu, <ia., at An- 
dersonville. and at other points. And a 
;w thousand men perhaps have been add- 
1 d thereby to the rebel ranks. No merciful 
heart can feel aught but sorrow ful pity for 
MWh victim-recruits to the enemy's cause. 

Hut in the face of all these facts, w hat are 
we (o think of the twaddle of sham hu- 
manity, that springs up at once against any 
and every practical measure that may be 
projM>-ed for putting an end to this barbar- 
ism?

The problem seems to us exceedingly 
simple. Take tho-e prisons "as the mode' 
Of our action, '* where our men are "no 
doubt treated terribly." If there is no 
doubt about the treatment there is not 
likely to l»e much about the place where it 
Oeeore. And it is very easy to designate to 
the rebel authorities the specific abuse we 
are aiming at in our retaliation. We have 
no patience with the muddled counterfeit 
of charity that babbles in such style over 
these unparalleled and diabolic crimes.

And then he pieajB as something he seems 
to think pertinent to the case, his own ex- 
perience in l.ibby : 

We far instance visited three of the rooms 
of the Libby Prison a few weeks ago, (we 
don't refer' now to the Hospital i, and we 
are sure that we violate no parole in say- 
ing that, while some of tlie inmates com- 
plained most bitterly, others, though very 
sad, did not complain. 

Well, and therefore what? If the state- 
ment has any relevancy, if it suggests any 
inference, it is that complaints of ill-treat- 
lnant are probably ill-founded. And that 
it is impossible to establish just and wise 
measures of retaliation on such evidence as 
wc have, because this is so contradictory 
and uncertain. He admits however that 
"in aoaie places our men are nml'iubt treat- 
ed terribly." How does he know that? 
Why ieai he n y "no doubt"? He seems 
to know whose report to accept, and whose 
to reject, if Federal authorities don't. But 
he adds that: 

In others they are, according to all ac- 
counts, treated comparatively well. Then

About noon, those on the 
upper side stopped for their dinner, and 
their leader, a Lieutenant, along with Pro- 
vost Marshal Carlisle, of Carroll county, 
told the fifteen men to "scatter around at 
different houses and get something to eat.'"

of a Mr. Hean, intending after dinner to 
gather up ihe men and resume their march. 
I'nfortunately, they w ere doomed l ) disap- 
pointment, and some of them to death, for 
shortly after their leaders had left them, 
a gang of about forty guerrillas suddenly 
atta< ked the fifteen, w ho were MMJMUmI 
t > N treat to Carrollton, losing one private 
killed and two wound;-d. The guerrillas 
then n turned Is) the neighborhood of Mr. 
Dean's, and approaching the house, d«- 
in nul.'d tht* surrender of the Provost Mar- 
shal BJBjSj Lieutenant, which being refused, 
lire w as opened on the house. The ollicer* 
thereupon left the house, and tried, we un- 
derstand, |a ese.ipc. bin falling into the 
hands of the guerrillae, they were both co:i- 
vwy. d to a hollow some distance off and 
cruelly and wilfully murdered in cold blood 
sad their bodies left on the spot. 

Such ads of fiendish barbarism demand 
the severest punishment, and if the devils 
who are cuilty ot these bonWM < rimes ar • 
not ferreted out and summarily dealt wi'li. 
s imshmlj will he to Maine.
